stntueH. it mast uo confessed. 
What is he 


to Jo ''. Sliall he dross a gentleman as ke 
finds him; go back to tho toga; <w go fnrtlur 
back still to tho altogether natural man '; 
Or shall ho compromise with a cloak or 
waterproof -as in the case of the Savior of 
his Country, expiating his virtues in Union 
Square '! They have tho same troubls in 
England as here: m>e William B. Scott. For 
centuries, he says, the portrait statues of 
their kiufis appeared in the Roman cuirass 
with baro arms and knees, nod their states- 
men in the chlaniys and toga. 
"Ono last 


step only was wanting to adopt the ideal an- 
tique and abandon clothing altogether, and 
this was very nearly accomplished toward 
the close of last century. 
Canova's statue 


of Napoleon, now in Apsley House, is abso- 
lutely naked; and the statue to Saimul 
Johnson, in St. Paul's, is almost undrapeil. 
the single loose covering being thrown so M 
to bo only useful for the sculptor's supposed 
artistic purposes— a ludicrous spectacle in :i 
simply rational point of view; tho stoul old 
gentleman as he leans his head in bis naked- 
ness, seeming to bo saying to himself; 'Whtt 
n sad case things have como to with mo at 
last, standing before the public in a state o!1 


nature.' ''

of Washington, by Greonougb, 
in tbo 


grounds of flic Capitol at Washington, is 
saying, as plain as gesture and countenance 
can say: "My sword is by my aide, and my 
clothes are in the Patent Office"— towaid

Hanging up mjr birometcr to give it K few 


miuutss to wttle, I occupi«d myself ia col- 
Uotlug resin from the pinon pines, whicli 
wer« found in great abundant*.

I Bought a 
shelter in Iho rooks, but when the storm 
burst, it came down as n flood from tho 
heavons.—not with gentle drops «t first, 
slowly 
increasing 
in 
i{uanlity, 


but as if suddenly poured from an immense 
basin, I was thoroughly drenched and al- 
most washed away. It lasted not more than 
half au Hour when the clouds swept by to 
the north, and I was in tho sunshine again. 


In the meantime I discovered a better way 


of getting down and started for camp, mak- 
ing tho greatest haste possible. 
Ou reach- 


ing tho bottom of tho side cauon 1 found a 
thouafmd streams rolling down the cliffs on 
every side, carrying with them red sand,and 
these all united in the canon below iu one 
greats stream of red mud. 
Travelling as 


fast as I could rim, I soon reached tho foot 
of the stream, for the rain did not rtach tho 
lower end of the canon, and the water was 
riinaing domi a dry bed of sand; aud _al- 
though it came in waves several feet high 
and fifteen or twenty feet in width, the saud 
aoaked it up aud it was lost. 
Wave followed 


wave aud rolled along and was swallowed up 
aud still the floods came from above. 


t found I could travel faster than the 


stream, so I hastened on to camp and told 
tho men there was a river coming down the 
cftuou. 
We carried our camp equipage from 


the bank to whore -.vo thought it would bo 
above the water, and then stood by to see 
tho river roll on to join the Colorado.—
